2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest a water treatment and recycling system or method connected to 
a stone processing system, wherein grey water is collected and treated in a pressure filtration 
system to provide purified water along with recycled grey water back to the processing system 
using pumps and recycle loops. The prior art also fails to disclose or suggest a high pressure 
filter or method of using it, wherein the filter comprises a filter frame holding a head plate, filter 
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plates, tail plate, and ram for applying axial pressure to the assembly, the plates including an 
axial bore connecting sequentially along the filter stage to form a water input passage, and a 
plurality of discharge bores located circumferentially around the axial input passage to form a 
corresponding plurality of discharge passages extending along the length of the filter stack, 
wherein each filter chamber includes active filter elements between input and discharge passages 
and the discharge passages are connected to a clear water storage tank. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
